The Suspicion of Incendiarism-—What
the Miners Say of it—The Distri-
bution of the Relief Fund.

From specinl despatches forwarded (rom

THE TERRIBLE SUSPIOION,

The origin of the fire, firat glven to the publie
in m?' despatches of Friday evening, was the
legitimate consequence of the condition in which
the brettice was found ofter the fire, That it
was not sooner brulted was dae shinply to the
fact that the brottice was not espeecinlly noticed
by the experienced, Intelligent miners Fuin up
and down the shaft until after the dead had becn
removed, or if they did notice it they naturally
did not ulwmk of it until after the Intensity of the
aflalr had somewhat relaxed. When the sus.
picion did come it eame originally from these
mwiners, and I am frank enough to conless that
hid I heard it first from a person In the loterest
of the owners, or had scen any reason to sup-
‘m*e that it had been set afloat In thelr inlorest,

should have hesitated to give it publicity. Bat
it came in no questionable shape, and wiug rather

the result of the independent conviction of
miners who have been fichting the owners all
their lives, Tt was founded on the pos-
eibllity of Incendiarism and the jmpos-
sibllity of any other origin of the fire,
But the miners thus belleving cannol see
how incendiarism  clears  the present

mining system of the great peril of working
mines with but one outlet, snd that itmnlllu-ru:]'
with inflammable material.  Admitting that the
systom s curu!nl‘lly administered, they do not
Iutend the less to desist from efforts for itsabro-
atlon, because, ng they believe, the Avondale
lsaster was the result of design. The crime
committed by the person firlng the shaft was
awful; but they believe the laches of the owners,
which made the culmination of his crime possi-
ble, scarcely less eriminal,
THE TESTIMONY TAKEN.

The evidence elleited on Saturday was loaded
with much irrelevant matter, but that of George
Morgan, Anson Dunn, and one or two others
was conclusive on some dispated points. Mor-
gan belng an Inslde foreman, and a most intelli-
rent and experienced miner, his statements of

act can be taken without quesilon, and his
opinions are entltled to respect, He swore posi-
tively, in common with all other witnesses, that
the fire never was communicated from the fur-
nace, but must have commeneed near the top
of the shaft, How closely he examined the bret-
tice before arriving at this conclusion Is seen by
the fact that he wos able (o say that below the
mouth of the tunnel the upper edges of the
boards were bumed, and the lower Intagt, thus
thowing conclusiy uly that ghe fire burned down
and not up. When all the witnesses having any
knowledge of the subject agreed ns to where the
fire commenced, only one gave an opinion as to
how it urly"lnnwd, but he, in boldly saying it was
ket on fire by an incendiary, evidently expressed
the opluion of all,

TESTIMONY TO BE TAKEN.

It is not certain that the evidence to come
will bring this matter into bold relief, but it has
tiaken such firm and exclusive possession of the
minds of the lcndiuﬁ miners that there 1s great
probability that it will.  In that case the drift of
the evidence will be to show that the Incendiary
could easily have reached the shalt through the
tunnel, und have poured kerosene or some other
inflammable substance upon the brettice without
his movements Lelng noticed, and by then put-
ting a train to the ofl and firing it, could haye
Leen distant from the scene when the catastro-

he occurred, Supposing this to lave been
done, the terrible rapidity with which the flames
shot upwards lhrung[h theshaft s fully acconnted
for ns well as the place where the fire undoabt
edly began; but any other hypothesis adopted,
and both cireumstances remain inexplicable
mysteries.  But whether these ideas become
part of the legal record of the case or not, they
are now universal, and have already been pub-
lely expressed In the Beranton Republivan,
which says this morning that “the evidences of
the most heart-sickening erime npon record are
n!rfndﬁ\- far stronger than we could deslre them
to be.

The most important witnesses yet to be ex-
amined are Benjamiu Hnghes, general lnside
foreman of the Delaware, Lackawanuna, and
Western Company; Henry J. Phillips, mining
cugineer of the same company:; Thomas Cor-
#on, Thomas Watking, and Rees D. Evans.
These centlemen are all practical miners, whose
positive knowledge is of far more worth than
any quantity of theorizing. While thelr testi-
mony will be ef great value, it will be of equal
interest to the general reader,

THE DISTRIBUTION OF THE RELIEF FUND,

The questlon as to the proper manuer of dis-
tributing the fund now belng raised for the
widows and orphans of the dead miners is re-
ceiving conslderable attention. Bome gentlemen
think that when a widow marries she should be
cut off from the further benefit of the fund. This
by others 1s thought rather a cold measuare of

upon. If the money reach, whnt is here antivi-
pated, the sum of a quarter of n willion dollars,
the gentlemen forming the Reliel Committee of
Beranton will no doubt invest it'in such o way
as to bring an interest amply sufllicient to supply
the current wonts of the widows, It 1s wisely
deemed injudicious to cut the fuod up in shares
and bandpver In cash the amount, which will
probabl®™ average #2000, to each claimant in
turn.  In such case the widows would become
objects of mercenary attraction to the clnss of
lazy, lonfing miners nuxions to worry them for
the’-ialkuuf!ii\'mu off thelr mo , A secured
fund Is decidedly the best ldea, allowing the
futerest for famlly expenses and reserving the
principal for the education and future main-
tenance of the ehilldren. Tue sul-criptions are
committed to good hands.

The Report of n French Commissioner,

A report from M. Simonin, addressed from
New York to the French Minister for Agricul-
ture, has been published in Paris. M. Blmonin
was commissioned by the French Govermment
to report on the mineral resonrces of the United
States, and in that document he writes from a
free trade polint of view. We extract the fol-
lowing posgnges:—

The present condition of the Union favors manu-
factares, The Southern States, conquered and
humbled by the severe reconstruction laws {mposed
by the North, have employed all thelr efforts in op-
posing them, and have not reclaimed against the
taritt,  Beskdes, they are themselves estalidishing
cotton mills, and require for the prodaction of sugar
the same protection the Northern States nsk for
thelr tissues and iron. The Western States, essen-
tinlly sgricnitaral, are apparently becoming more
favorable to the adoption of the protective system.
One of the evils of this system 18 to incresse the
price of everything, and at the same tine the price
of lwbor, Now, what means can be more certain to
attract Bomigrants, which the Western States so
much require, than the indncement of high wages ?
Besides, these States, enconraged by the high rate of
the tariit, which allows Industry to estabiish (tself
everywhere, as in a hot-nouse, become in thelr turn
manufsoturing, and consequently favorable to pro-
tective duties. The Pacilc States have not so far
Interested themselves about protection, sxcept Call-
fornts, which equally desires to have her manufac-
tures, and whose soll sgesms bound to furnish to the
Unlon a share of the wine which it requires.

A heavy earthquake shock was experienced
yesterday at Ban Luls Abispo, and a light shock
was felt to-day at Sacramento.

A party vouched for as rellabls writes to the
Bulletin from San Buena Ventura that a docu-
ment was found on the beach at that place
August 20th, much mutilated, which requested
the finder to forward it to the SBecretary of the
Admiralty at London, or the British Consul at
the nearest port. The request was printed in six
commercial languages, and the margin and
every vacant portion was filled with writing re-
lating to Sir Jobhn Franklin and his party. The
docnmoent had evidently been cast into the waler
in latitude 60 degrees 37 minutes 40 seconds, and
longitude 98 degrees 4 minutes 5 seconds,

It gives an account of the desertion of the
ghips Erebus and Error, and that the party at
the time of the desertion numbered 105 persons,
under command of F. R. M, Crosser, snccecded
In reaching the above latitude and longitude,
where they found a relic of the late Sir John
Rose, It also states that the party wintered at
Beechy Island in 1846 and 1847, and that Sir
John Franklin died on the 11th of June, 1847,
The paper contains many interesting incidents
connected with the expedition.

Gonnlves to be Openod to Traflic -Victorin's
Surrender—The Revolutlonlsts—~Wherenbouts
ol Sninnve. .

Havana, Sept. 14.—Adviees from Port-an-
Prince say that last August General Victorin,
who was well munitioned, offered to surrender
Gonaives if he were allowed to retire with the
honors of war, carrying with him arms and boag-
gage, and taking his departure after destroying
the defenses.

The proposition was carrled to Maracaibo by
the French corvette D'Estrees, and sccepted.
The same vesgel brought Victorin and 500 men
here. Others of his followers came in coasters.
Gonalves, with the whole gurronnding country,
is now opened to trade and commerce.

General Victorin on his arrival at Port-an-
Prince had a quarrel with the authorities, Ie
consequently retained his troops in the barracks
und refused to deliver up the arms. He placed
his guns In position In the streets, loaded with
grape.  He afterwards made o compromise and
sent the guns back to the arsenal.

In the South the revolutionary steamers have
hombarded and captured Aguin, which is now
united with the Bouthern republic revolution-
iets. The Bouth now holds Jeremie, Aux Cayes;
Aguin, and Jacmel. It s expecled that the
eutlre const will be under the control of the
revolutionists before long.

i Uimmciswari, Sapt. 14, —Yesterday aftarnoon a

terrible seene occurred at the corner of Vine
and Fourth streets, Mr. Warren Kennody, a
newedenler, jumped out of a fourth-story win-
dow of the bullding, and broke hls neck npon
the pavement helow. The two streets were
crowded with people and vehicles at the time,
and there was great constermation at the polot
of thelr intersection.

Suddenly a sharp, plorcing cry of alarm rang
out wpon the air. Some who looked saw the
form of a wan decending to the earth from a
great helght with amazing velogity, Othors saw
but o crowd of excited men olosing In about
two objects that lay on the sidewalk. One of
these was the body of Mr, Kennedy; the othker
wis that of a man on whom he fell, Captain L.
Barney, publlaher of the Comnercial Bulletin
of this city.

Mr. Kennedy was carrled Into lils own store,
amid Captain Barney into that of Perry & Mar-
tin, adjoining. Medlcal aid was secured imme-
diately, when It was ascertained that Mr, Ken-
nedy's neck was broken, and that two of Cap-
tain Barpey's ribs were displaced, His salelde
wis dellberate, and Is attributed to intemper-
unce, Mr. Kennedy was thirty-four years of
age. and unmarried. Captaln Barney's lpjuries
are not considered serlous, .

At about 11 o'clock last night, a man with an
empty slegve, in the fatigue unlform of the reg-
ular army, hoarded the ferry-boat on the Newport
side, a8 it eame to this city. The boat had only
reachied the middle of the river, when he sud-
denly jumped vp from his seat at the stern,
stepped over the rall, and let himself fall loto
the river st the deepest and swiftest point. The
terrible act was witnessed by a passenger, who
hastened to tell the engineer, Before the boat
could be rounded (e, however, the “one more
unfortunate” had solved the enlgma. We have
no positive informaiion as to the suieide’s iden-
tity.
